Here in the Cape Province both 
the Cape Town and Stellénbosch uni- 
versities offer a one year post-gra- 
duate course in librarianship, while 
for the matriculant Cape Town Uni- 
versity offers a one year certifi- 
cate course and the Stellenbosch 
University a two year intermediate 
course. For those who wish to study 
while working, there are correspon- 
dence courses conducted by the South 
African Library Association and the 
University of South Africa.

WHY, WHEN AND WHAT TO READ. 


THE child should read because 
reading is a social process. It 
relates him to his environment and 
conditions that relationship. 
Furthermore, it fits him for the 
moral, spiritual and ethical role 


in life. 


Arbuthnot* states: 
basic needs are common to most 
Children’s 
needs are at first intensely and

narrowly personal, but as they 
mature these needs broaden and be- 
come more generously socialized in 
proportion to the socialization of 
the child. As he struggles to 
satisfy his needs, he is forever 
seeking to maintain the precarious 
balance between personal happiness 
and social apptoval, and that is no 
easy task. Books can help him 
directly or indirectly’’.

(i) The need for security: 
material, emotional, and spiritual 
(ii) The need to belong - to be

Before you can consider introdu- 
cing the child to the library what 
is his reading readiness? 


Lillian Lamoreaux* in her ‘ ‘Learn- 
ing to read through experience’’ 
states: - 


(i) a child must be able to see 
well 

( ii) a child must be able to hear 
distinctly 

(iii) a child must have a certain 
amount of social development 

(iv) a child must have a certain 
amount of mental development 

(v) a child must have attained a 
certain facility with language 

(vi) a child must have a_ back- 
ground of experience 

(vii) a child must have an interest 
to read 

(viii) a child must have certain 
specific habits and abilities need - 
ed in reading. 


All reading development preceding 
the actual reading from a book will 
be considered reading readiness. 


Before one can consider the prob- 
lem of book selection, the most im- 
portant point is: 


FOR WHOM ARE WE CATERING? 
Our first problem is that of two 


language groups, English and Afri- 
kaans. Many Afrikaans speaking 
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children cannot read English, either 
through lack of opportunity oy, dis- 
like of the Ibnguage; and the Eng- 
lish speaking child will not read 
Afrikaans for the same reasons. 
They can only be won over by 
(a) a very sympathetic approach; and 
(b) by supplying the right materials 


Our second probiem is that of age 
groups. These may be grouped as 
follows; infants; 6 - 7 years; 7 - 8 
years; 8 - 9 years; 9 - 10 years; 
10 - 11 years; 11 - 12 years; 12 - 
13 years; (14 years and over’ fall 
in the Adolescent group). 


A satisfactory service can only be 
given in a Children’s Room if the 
book-stock is adequate. The princi- 
ples of book selection rest upon the 
basic needsof the child, with par - 
ticular reference to aesthetic needs 
and the need for intellectual se- 
curity. As far as aesthetic needs 
are concerned, nothing mediocre 
should find its way to the shelves. 
Only the best is good enough for the 
young, as the zest and eagerness, 
and the sense of wonder of youth is 
deadened when it is fed the mediocre 
Intellectual security can be en- 
sured by supplying a selective 
choice of books from the time the 
child first visits the library un- 
til the time when he leaves school. 
Non-fiction should play an import- 
ant part as the child grows older. 


There must be no moralising or 
didacticism evident in books for 
children. There must be no talking 
downto children. Reading should be 


a joyous experience for the 
child. 











WORK WITH CHILDREN 


PRE-SCHOOL CHILD 


The most important work concerning 
the Children’s Room is the program 
for the pre-school child. It .i¢e 
here that the librarian can lay the 
basis for a well read individual. 
If the child’s reading readiness is 
satisfactory, he should be given 
every encouragement to join the 
library, first by accompanying his 
mother to the library, then by com-- 
ing alone for his books and to at- 
tend the picture-book hour. His 
reading matter will consist of at— 
tractive picture books, with plenty 
of good illustrations and very 
little text, as the span of atten- 
tion at that age is short Plenty 
of nursery rhymes and ° finger- games’ 
should be introduced to the infant 
group Small children enjoy humour 
and action It might be mentioned 
in passing, that picture books are 
incentives to reading in any langu- 
age 


The next step in reading is the 
introduction of Easy Books, i.e. 
little books well illustrated, but 
with more text in large type. A 
good example of this type of book is 
Beatrix Potter’s Peter Rabbit. 

The importance of good Picture 
Books and Easy Books cannot be over- 


emphasized. These are the tools 
with which to combat the problems of 
language difficulties. Given an 


easy book with attractive illustra- 
tions and large print, the child 
will soon overcome his reluctance to 
read either English or Afrikaans. 
Plenty of Easy Books in both langu- 
ages will build up a foundation for 





better reading. 


The next stage in reading is the 
presentation of Fairy Stories.and 
Animal Stories. This will be an 
inducement to take the next step to 
the world of phantasy. The child 
should be able to use his imagina- 
tion and explore the world of wonder 
Legends and folklore there are a- 
plenty. 


School and adventure stories are 
always firm favourites with the 11 
year olds and over. Adventure 
stories range from everyday events 
to exploring the heavens by space 
ship, or diving to the bottom of the 
ocean with flippers and aqua-lungs. 


Judging by the amount of Comic 
material which is flooding the 
market, the only conclusion one can 
come to is that while we are nro-- 
gressing technically, we are retro- 
gressing mentally. Every thing must 
be made as easy as possible; less 
and less text with more and more 
pictures seems to be the order of 
the day As J.B. Priestly said 
‘*The Village Idiot has at last come 
into his own’’! 

Good illustrative material should 
combat comics. The child should be 
taught to discriminate between an 
animal cartoon depicting a satirical 


sketch of humans, and rubbish. 


Teach the child what constitutes a 
good book through means of book edu- 
cation Printing for pleasure 


should encourage the child to take 
up printing as a hobby, and teach 
him what. good paper and type consist 
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of. With this background, the child 
should be able to build up his own 
little library, 
Children’s Room.

Organise a Book Week in your Lib- 
rary, not only for the children but

group as well. Parents will be 
making use of the Library and the 
librarian for guidance relating to 
books and reading problems. 


Treat the question of adaptions 
circumspectly. There are arguments 
for and against this type of ma- 
terial. Many experts in the field 
of children’s literature feel that 
they would rather not have the child 
read a classic at all, 
that a poor adaptation will be their 
first introduction to the classic. 
Others argue that if the child is 
introduced through means of an easy 
adaptation, it will lead him to read

This argument also hoids good for 
translations. There are good and 
bad translations. Many South African 
publishers are making use of over- 
seas material, translating the text 
and using the coloured illustrations 
This is not always a success, as the 
illustrations do not depict the 
South African scene as the text en- 


deavours to imply. 


Know your bookstock! If the lib- 
rary is to combat outside competi- 
tion, it must take vigorous action. 
It is essential that book talks be 
given; introduce different subjects 
which are of interest at the moment, 
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whether international, national or 
Introduce the books by 
giving a short resume of the content, 
and leave the children to finish the 


books themselves.

Keep informed a- 
bout local events, and see that you 
have the material on hand to inte- 
rest the reader. Don’t wait for the 
child to come into the library - go 
out to the cross-roads and shout 
Sell the library, it 
belongs to the common man.

SUPPLEMENTARY MATERIAL 


Use supplementary material to in- 
troduce books to the child. 
Ci) puppets 
(ii) audio-visual material 


(i) Puppets: these may be 
the fullest advantage There are 


many publications dealing with the 
subject, together with plays which 


the librarian, with the help of the 
children, may produce in the Child- 
ren’s Room. The children could help 
in the making of the puppets which 
could depict characters out of a 
favourite book.

(ii) Audio-visual material: use 
this to combat qutside influences by 
showing and playing only the best in 


this field. 


Remember that the supplementary 
material must lead to the printed 
word. Always have a gaqod book dis- 
play on hand relating to the subject 
presented. Fiction and non-fiction 
should be used, e.g. if a film is 
shown of dogs, fiction could be 


represented by Jock of the Bushveld 
and White Fang; 


“and non-fietion 





could be represented by The firs¢ 
book of Dogs and a book on the care 
of pets. 


One of the most important methods 
of introducing books to children is 
through means of Picture-book and 
Story-telling Hours. It has been 
generally agreed that the greatest 
value of the story-hour program lies 
in the opportunity that it gives to 
introduce children to the best in 
literature, or perhaps, as Elizabeth 
Nesbitt has suggested: ‘‘the purpose 
of library story-telling is to cul- 
tivate the capacity for literary 
appreciation in children.'’ Good 
story-telling is interpretive and 
much that is beyond the child’s 
mechanical reading level is within 


his listening comprehension. 


Story-telling end puppets may be 
used to the fullest advantage inside 
and outside the library; inside the 
library during the winter months, 
and out in the parks or library 


grounds during the summer. 


So much then for the child. What 





can the library offer them? Will 
there be a special selection of 
books for young people? Will adult 
library privileges be given them? 
They must not be left in mid-air be- 
tween the Children’s Room and the 
adult library. If they are not 
catered for, the library will lese 
untold readers. With intellectual 
security well instilled, the young 
people can face the world; and they 
will return to the library during 
their adult years for further intel- 


lectual enrichment. 


Turn your Children’s Room into a 
workshop, with the book stock acting 
as tools, and the children acting as 
the material to be turned into 
happy and enriched citizens of to- 


morrow.

Altyd onthou ons dat ons geen 
absolute maatstaf het nie en dat die 
funksies nie alleen verander wanneer 
tegniese hulpmiddels om kennis mee 
te deel verander nie, maar ook wan- 
neer die samelewing nuwe behoeftes 
ontwikkel of van ou behoeftes bewus 
word wat met behulp van n biblioteek 
bevredig kan word. Hoe hoér die 
ontwikkeling van die Bibliotekaris 
en sy Komitee hoe gouer sal die 
biblioteek hom inspan om aan nuwe 
behoeftes te voldoen en hoe gouer 
sal die middele daartoe gevind word. 
Daarom is dit nodig dat die Biblio- 
tekaris en sy Komitee hoog ontwik-

Ons blanke uitreikings het toege- 
neem van 7,418 tot 101,564 in 1951 
en die nie-blankes het 21,944 boeke 
gelees. Die ledetal het gestyg tot 
4,552 blankes en 3,525 nie-blankes. 

Spoedig het ons ook kleiner skool- 
tjies van boeke begin voorsien. Dis 
eers toe dat ek die berge van 
Namakwaland deeglik leer ken het.
